How to Treat a Burn 


So It Will Swiftly Heal

FEW days ago I visited the medical department 
of a great railroad system. In this western city 
there is a building set apart for the medical and 


surgical care of the railway employes. 


It is not a hospital; it is more than a clinic. It 


combines the social service and medical features of a 
great hogpital's-out-patient department. Every patient' 
is studied, not alone as to his immediate need, but also 
with reference to his social and home surroundings. 


If a man appears with a serious burn, it is not 


enough to apply first-aid treatment. 
The question 


arises at once what will be done to and with the wound 
when the victim reaches home? 
What happens to a

burn depends on the sort of care it has outside the doctor's office. 
If a 


burned surface is kept perfectly clean—surgically clean—there is no 
delay In healing- and lltti* dlncomfo.--t.4-

Unless It Is properly cared for, an in- 
significant burn may develop Into an 
uncleanly,' suppurating, dangerous sore. 


It is hard to get everybody to realize 
that any open, raw wound Is exactly 
the kind of an entrance germs like to 
discover. The warmth and moisture of 
tho burned tissues offer exactly the soil 
germs need for their lusty srowth. 


On this account the danger of a burn 


does not end when the pain stops. That 
may be but the Beginning of really seri- 
ous trouble. The wound must be pro- 
tected from contamination from start 
to finish. 


After trying out all the known and 


approved methods of treating burns, 
theee rallrpdd surgeons have decided 
that a simple boraclc acid ointment is 
about the most satisfactory. 
It may be 


used at'all stages. It may be smeared 
over the surface to exclude the air and 
stop the pain when the accident first 
occurs. It may be applied dally till tbe 
cure is complete. 


Sometimes a bicarbonate of soda,olnt- 


ment will do more to control p&jf. but 
after thi» has been allayed, the boraeic 
acid ointment will be substituted. 


I asked if the blisters are opened at 


once. 
The reply was that it makes 


little difference whether they are or not. 
It Is understood, of course, that if they 
are opened, the needle Is first sterilized. 


The ointment. Is smeared over the 


damaged skin, a. piece of gauze is ap- 
plied, and then a. roller bandage is care- 
fully adjusted. Tha object is to exclude 
dirt and all contact which could possi- 
bly contaminate the wound. 


There la a redressing every day or 


two, 
great care being1 used to avoid 


damaere when the bandage and gauze 
are removed. 


Needless to say. th* hands must be 


perfectly clean and all the materials 
used must be surgically clean.
